Electric Lights on a Railroad Track. 
The line of the Pennsylvania railroad, 


from Frankford creek on the south to 
Poquessing creek on the north, at Torres- 
dale, a distance of nearly seven miles, 
is soon to be lighted by electric lights 
ranged along at intervals, so that for 
that distance the tracks will be as light 
as Chestnut street. 


The contract for this latest great feat 


in modern railroad management for the 
security of the lives of passengers and 
employes, and the avoidance of loss by 
the smashing up of freight trains, has 
been awarded. 


The stretch of railroad to be lighted is 


through 
<i populous district, and has, 


lonij l>eon noted for the frequency of ac 
indents on it. There is little doubt that 
the electric lighting will greatly reduce 
or almost entirely do away with this 
danger. 


It is understood that in time the elec- 


tric lighting system will be extended 
along the railroad, and may in time ex- 
tend all the way between Philadelphia 
and Now York. In this way the track 
would be mado almost as blight as day. 
—Philadelphia Record.

dismissed.

Bowuia caused the death of his wife. 
Bowers, 
when released, brought suit 


against the Order for the amoant named 
in the beneficiary certificate, and now • 
stipulation has been filed in the Superior 
.Coart, whereby, in consideration of full 
satisfaction of payment of the amount 
sued for, the case ha* been dismissed. 


This ends one of the most remarkable 


Oases in the annals of the San Francisco 
Co arts, on which doubtless Dimmig could 
shed niuoh light if eo disposed.

Tbe Ne- 
vada Legislature sbould memorialize Con- 
gress to adopt tbe proposed amendment, 
and submit it to the several States for rati- 
fication. Both parties in this Stute heem 
to favor the change nnd no one who be- 
lieves tbe people are as capuble of making 
as good selections for Senators as mem- 
bers of tbe Legislature will object to the 
amendment. As it is, members of tbe 
Legislature are not always chosen because 
of their qualifications, but because of their 
preference for some individual for Uuited 
States Senator.

C. Wright, of the Carson Mint, for a 
copy of- the report of tbe Director of the 
Mint for 1890. 
It gives tbe coinage value 


of the gold and silver product of the United 
States for tbe calendar year 1890, at $97,- 
735,730, of which $32,967,000 was gold, 
and $68.768,730 silver. Of this Nevada 
produced $3,000,000 in gold, $6,206,060 io 
silver. 


There were 35,923,816 silver dollars, and 


$8,850,269 in subsidiary silver coins coined 
during tbe year. 


The profits on silver coinage in 1890 


amounted to $9,462,339,67, which, with 
just legislation, though the Director of tbe 
Mint, who is a gold bug, does not say BO, 
wou) d have gone into the pockets of tbe 
aiiv;er miners instead of the National 
Treasury.

It 
baa been suggested that materials would 
be scarce in winter. Not at alL Let 
the children be familiarized with the 
observation and comparison of the pecul- 
iarities cf a sprig of holly as contrasted 
with one of ivy, or let them be shown 
how different are the bnds and leafless 
shoots of the beech from those of the 
oak or a horse chestnut. Show them 
how to observe the bnd scales, how to 
infer the leaf arrangement from the 
scars, how to notice the color, tough- 
ness, markings, etc., of the periderm. 


Or give them introductory notions as 


to the nature of a hyacinth bulb as con- 
trasted with the potato tuber, confining 
their attention to points which they can 
make out by observation. Every nut or 
orange or apple that the child eats might 
be made interesting if teachers would 
dare step over the traces of convention 
and introduce such ostensibly dangerous 
articles into classwork. And why not? 
The doctrine of rewards and punish- 
ments is applied more crudely than this 
in most children's schools.—Professor 
Marshall Ward in Popular Science
